The teachers 1 formula says the 
teachers will guarantee to extend 
the labour agreement covering the 
.Histadrut teachers union and the 
Secondary School Teachers 
Association, which ends on March 
31, until. April 30.

Since the 
agreement stipulates a two-month 
forewarning of any claims of labour 
action, the formula will prevent 
teachers from embarking on sanc- 
tions or strikes before June 30. 
when the school year ends. 

But it leaves open the possibility 
of teachers appealing to the courts 
in pursuit of their Interests, 
something HurvJtz also wanted to 
bar. 


Education Ministry sources -and 
spokesman for the two teachers un- 
ions yesterday sounded optimistic 
about Hammer's chances to swing 
the cabinet their way. Both sides 
stressed that the alternative — a 
cabinet rejection of the teachers 
claims ~r would lead "to a situation 
too horrible to contemplate," as one 
teacher put it. 

He was referring to an immediate 
and total disruption of the school 

system by the teachers, and a 
breakdown of all mutual trust 
between the government and the 
teachers. 

The teachers' optimism was rein- 
forced by Friday's hour-long 
meeting with Begin, which a Secon- 
dary School Teachers Association 
spokesman described half-joklngly 
as “a courtesy call.” Begin declin- 
ed to tell the representatives of the 
two unions which way he would go 
in today's cabinet meeting. 

The teachers presented their 
grievances and gave the premier a 
verbal assurance of their intention 
to maintain labour calm for the 
remainder of the school year. 

A National Labour Court injunc- 
tion, forbidding the two unions and 
their members from striking,

A readjustment of tax brackets 
combined with a 46.4 per cent cost- 
af-livlng wage Increment will net 
wage earners making IL7.Q00 a 
month some IL1.400. and salaried 
, persons earning IL40.000 a month 
will take home aome IL8.600 more 
in their April salaries. This net in- 
crease Is despite Increased taxation 
through higher National Insurance 
Institute payments. 

Income tax brackets are to be 
adjusted as follows: A 25 per cent 
tax will be levied on incomes up to 
TL16.300 (Instead of I LI 1,600 until 
now); a 35 per cent tax will be 
levied on incomes up to IL33.600 
(instead of 1L21.3Q0) ; a 40 per cent 
tax will be levied on incomes up to 
IL39.600 (Instead of IL23.200) ; a DO 
per cent tax will be levied on in- 
come up to IL52.000 (Instead of 
11^32,900); and 60 per cent of ear- 
nings higher than EL32.000 will be 
taxed. 

The tax deduction points will be 
raised by 58 per cent, with one point 
worth IL746 Instead of U/472. Thus 
the lowest Income to be taxed star- 
ting in April will be IL6.714. 

The 46.4 per cent C-o-L wage hike 
will be up to salaries of IL34.000 a 
month and based on December 
wages, so that the maximum gross 
Increase in April will he IL19.778. 

At the Nil, statisticians figured 
that the average wage in the 
economy is IL21.2S0 gross a month, 
so the wage ceiling on Nil 
payments will rise from IL21.900 to 


IL63.800. and the maximum pay- 
ment will reach IL2.933 instead of 
the current IL964. In addition to the 
celling rise, there will be a Nil tax 
raise of from 4.4 per cent to 4.6 per 
cent. 

In the accompanying table the in- 
come tax bracket changes, the 
changes in the cost-of-living, and 
the changes in the NH payments 
have all been taken Into considera- 
tion, Therefore the net income 
shown Is the increase after all those 
changes. The table does not account 
for changes in the payments from 
the NTT to the individual. 

Childrens* allowances from the 
Nil will also grow starting In April. 
The allowance for one child will 
rise, from IL491 to IL748. for two 
children Trom IL982 to IL1.492, tor 
three children from IL1598 to IL2,- 
424, and for four children from IL2,- 
210 to IL3.357. More money can be 
expected tor Jewish families with 
army veterans. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel said yesterday 
that the government had 
deliberately delayed price hikes on 
commodities under its control for 
another month, so that they would 
not be Included in the February 
consumer price index report, which 
is the last figure used during the 
formulation of the C-o-L wage hike. 

"This Is a trick of the calendar.” 
said Meshel. who added that the 
price hikes to be initiated by the 
government during March will 
raise the index by at least 2 per 
cent. 


Hebron issue

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin's reluctance to split the 
cabinet down the middle over 
the issue of settling Hebron is 
likely to cause a postponement 
of any decision on the subject at 
today's cabinet session, even 
though the matter Is on the 
agenda. 

1 Seven or eight ministers are 
known to object violently to the idea 
of putting Jewish settlers Into the 
old town. Any majority in favour of 
the move, however, would be too 
narrow to be convincing, observers 
said last night. 

It is believed that three out of the 
four Liberal Party ministers would 
vote against settling Jewish 
families In Hebron, even in Jewlsh- 
owned properties. It Is not clear 
how they would vote on the proposal 
to establish a yeshiva for soldier- 
students. 

The Democratic Movement 
ministers are also opposed to the 
idea of a yeshiva in Hebron, believ- 
ing it could lead to a grassroots call 
in the DM to quit the coalition. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel 


Sharon, one of the leading ad- 
vocates of Hebron settlement, is not 
expected back from abroad until 
Tuesday. iSee story page 2.1 His 
views will be expressed Just as 
forcefully by Housing Minister 
David Levy, who has assumed the 
mantle of Herut hawk lately. 

The National Religious Party 
ministers are In the paradoxical 
position of opposing Hebron settle- 
ment. while being resigned to vote 
for It If Premier Begin calls for it. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
is expected to make his maiden 
cabinet speech today, six days after 
being installed In the post which 
had been left vacant by Moshe 
Dayan's resignation last autumn. 

Shamir will review Western 
European moves to amend Security 
Council resolution 242 and the 
policy shifts in Austria, West Ger- 
many, France and Britain over 
self-determination for the Palestine 
Arabs. 

Shamir is expected to propose

Israel has issued a "strong 
protest" to Austria over that coun- 
try's decision to accord 
"diplomatic status" to the 
representative of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization In Vienna. 

Acting on Instructions from 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
special Ambassador Moshe Sasson 
on Friday summoned the Austrian 
Charge d' Affaires to tell him of 
Israel’s objections to last week's 
move by his government. 

Sasson told Charge d’Affaires 
Peter Wilfling that the Austrian 
decision meant "siding with an 
organization whose hands are stain- 
ed with blood and which openly 
declares Its desire to destroy the 
State of Israel." (The Austrian Am- 
bassador is abroad). t 

"To Israel's greatest regret,' 
Sasson said, “the Austrian govern- 
ment continues to pursue a one- 
sided policy which has serious im- 
plications tor Israel's security and 
existence." , ^ 

The Charge d’Affaires promised 
to transmit Israel’s protest to his 
government. At the same time 
Israel's ambassador in Vienna, 
Yissachar Ben-Ya'acov, Issued a 
similar message to the Austrian 
■Foreign Ministry. 

Shamir is expected to survey 
Israel's relations with Western 
European countries at today's 
cabinet meeting. 

On Thursday Shamir met with 
Prime Minister Begin to discuss the 
erosion of Israel's position In 
Western Europe, and particularly 
in the European Economic Com- 
munity. The possibility of Issuing a 
general statement of Jerusalem's 


position was discussed.

Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira then 
said that the NRP would discuss the 
possibility of advancing the elec- 
tions in view of growing dissatisfac- 
tion with the government's perfor- 
mance. 

Education Minister Zevulun 


Hammer's name was brought into 
the affair by reports Friday that he 
had held talks with Peres about 
collaborating to bring down the 
government — in exchange for 
Labour guarantees of certain 
cabinet portfolios to the NRP after 
the new elections, even If a govern- 
ment can be formed without the 
religious party. 

Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich is reported to have in- 
formed Begin about this impending 
deal. But denials were forthcoming 
from all sides yesterday. Peres said 
he had not met with Hammer lately 
ar»«I Hammer stressed that he is 
"loyal to the present government."

Carter wants budget cuts, 
petrol tax to figbt inflation 


WASHINGTON ( AP) . — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy . Carter's new anti- 
inflation programme, disclosed on 
Friday, includes a balanced 
federal budget, a 10 -cent-a-gallon 
(2.6 cents a litre! petrol conserva- 
tion tax, and controls to limit use of 
credit cards. • , * 

The centrepiece of Carter s latest 
effort to curb a growing inflation 
rate «u a proposed balanced 
budget for 1981. He would acr 
eomplish that by cutting spending 
up to $14b. and increasing revenues 
an additional $i3b. above the 
budget estimates he submitted to 
Congress in January. 

• The new proposal forecasts a 
budget surplus of up to $l3b. — the 
first since i960 and potentially the 
biggest since 1948. 

• Other chief - provisions et the 

- programme Include: 

• Reducing this year’s projected 
budget deficit of $40b. by slashing 
$2b. In federal spending and In- 
creasing revenues by $3b. 

■ •' Imposing a petrol- conservation 
• tax of $4i82-per barrel of Imported 

- crude oil. The tax would reach' con- 


sumers beginning May 15 in the 
form of a 2.6 cents per litre increase 
in petrol prices. The tax would in- 
crease federal revenues by an es- 
timated 53b. this year and 510b. 
next year. 

• Asking the Federal Reserve 
Board to Impose selective 
restraints on growth jrf consumer 
loans, primarily by limiting 
Americans’ use of credit cards. 
Controls would not be used to t 
restrict home mortgage loans, car 
loans or credit for other high-priced 
Items. 

• Initiating’ the withholding of 
■ rcdoral taxes on interest and divi- 
dend payments, a move that would 
Increase federal revenues about 
$3b. next year. 

Carter also reiterated his opposi 
tlon to mandatory wage-price con- 
trols, saying he would continue to 
rely on a strengthened voluntary 
programme of woge and price 
restraint.

Egyptian press blasts Carter, 
Israel for Camp David ‘cracks’

Egypt's state-controlled news 
media yesterday launched what 
appeared to be a concerted cam- 
paign warning both Israel and the 
U.S. against recent policy moves 
that one newspaper said were caus- 
ing "cracks'* in the Camp David 
peace accords. 

Echoing President Anwar 
Sadat's thinking, the bulk of the 
media voiced disappointment that 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter was 
being "indecisive" and that Israel 
was taking moves which were 
•'detrimental” to the peace 
process. 

In a harsh portrayal contrasting 
with heretofore official praise of the 
American president, the influential 
•• October" magazine criticized 
Carter as a vacillating leader who 
is weak and indecisive. 

In an analysis written by Sadat 
confidante, editor Anis Mansour, 
the Carter administration was por- 
trayed as hesitant, "taking one step 
forward and one step backward, 
one step in the dark and another In 
the light.” 


Two reasons were seen behind 
the Egyptian displeasure with 
Carter: His reluctance to respond 
to Sadat's appeals for combating 
the Soviets Jn the region, and Us 
about-face on the UN Security 
Council resolution criticizing 
Israeli settlements. 

Cairo's mass-circulation 
"Akhbar el-Yom" meanwhile 
warned that the peace process was 
being obstructed by policy 
decisions made by Israel. 

The paper said that Israel's re- 
cent expropriation of land, its 
refusal to recognize the right of 
Palestinians to self-determination, 
and its recent appointment of 
"hardliner" Yitzhak Shamir os 
foreign minister have caused 
cracks In the Camp David peace ac- 
cords. 

The semi-official newspaper “Al- 
Ahram" yesterday described the 
appointment of Shamir as an 
"inauspicious” new element In the 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 

In his Friday commentary, "Al- 
Ahram" editor Ibrahim Nail' -said 
that if Shamir had been appointed 


McHenry team: UN vote 
consistent with U.S. policy

WASHINGTON. — U-S. officials at 
the UN continue to insist that the 
language they accepted in the 
March 1 anti-Israel Security Coun- 
cil resolution was consistent with 
earlier U.S. policy — despite Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's public asser- 
tions that they "violated" U.S. 
policy. 

This rejection of the president's 
disavowal of the U.S. vote is caus- 
ing increasing anger towards UN 
Ambassador Donald McHenry, who 
lobbied hard in favour of the U.S. 
vote by maintaining that it did not 
change U.S. policy. 

"McHenry Is refusing to admit 
that he made a nfstake," one White 
House source complained. "But the 
president can't Are him because 
he's black." 

Underlining this growing dis- 
pleasure with McHenry was a story 
in the "New York Times" on Fri- 
day by the newspaper's UN cor- 
respondent. 

The report referred to two earlier 
occasions when the U.S. voted In 
favour of UN General Assembly 


resolutions condemning Israeli 
settlements by using language very 
similar to that accepted by the 
Security Council on March 1. 

But there was one very signifi- 
cant difference, which the "Times" 
failed to mention. That was that the 
U.S. representative to the general 
assembly, an both previous oc- 
casions. formally Issued a dis- 
claimer after the votes noting that 
the U.S. did not support tbe specific 
language describing the occupied 
territories as "Palestinian" or 
"Arab." 

Such a disclaimer was not includ- 
ed in McHenry's speech following 
the March 1 vote. 

White House officials believe that 
U.S. officials at the UN had 
deliberately failed to provide the 
full story as part of their continuing 
campaign to deny that McHenry 
had erred. 

Such "disloyalty" to the presi- 
dent has all but killed any possibili- 
ty that McHenry might be con- 
sidered for a senior position during 
a second Carter administration, ac- 
cording to sources close to the 
Carter campaign.

Later, in response to a. question 
about, the 'U.S. vote condemning 
Israel ,at -the UN Security Cbuncil, 
the president again called the 
settlements an “obstacle to peace." 

But in explaining why the U.S. 
vote violated America’s policy, the 
president said that tbe U.S. bad 
agreed at Camp David "that during 
the time of the negotiations we 
would not call for the dismantling of 
existing settlements. That was to be 
resolved as an Issue in the ongoing 
negotiations." 

Without mentioning UN Am- 
bassador Donald McHenry by 
name. Carter's remarks at the 
news conference seemed to repre- 
sent the administration’s first In- 
direct rebuke of the controversial 
envoy’s behaviour daring and after 
tbe vote. 

McHenry has angered top White 
House officials by insisting that the 
language of the resolution did not 
actually represent any change in 
U.S. policy. He has Indicated that 
the U.S. reversal was the result of 
domestic political pressure. 

"It was an honest breakdown in 
communications between me and 
the United Nations." Carter said. 

At the news conference. Carter 
cited another violation of U.S. 
policy Included in the UN resolution 
— this one involving the status of 
Jerusalem. 

"It was not in accordance with 
the agreements that I had made 
with Prime Minister Begin, well un- 
derstood by President Sadat," he 
said. 

The president referred to a 
paragraph on Jerusalem accepted 
by the three leaders near the end of 
the summit, but not actually includ- 


ed in the text of the document. “It 
called for, and we still believe, that 
there should be an undivided 
Jerusalem, but that those who look 
upon those places In Jerusalem as 
holy places should have unimpeded 
access to them fog .worship," 
Carter said the UN resolution, as 
approved, ''violated" the U.S. com- 
mitments against dismantling 
settlements and on the future of 
Jerusalem. 


"Those issues have not yet been 
resolved." he continued. “There is 
nothing In this resolution in the UN 
that established the permanent 
status of the West Bank and Gaza 
area. That will be established after 
a five-year interval period, during 
which full autonomy Is enjoyed by 
the residents of the area. So tbe 
resolution was in violation of my 
policy." 

The president, apparently seek- 
ing to dehy accusations that 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was 
"anti-Israel," went out of his way to 
insist that he still retained "ab- 
solute confidence" In Vance. 

“I have seen him days and days 
and weeks negotiating to achieve 
the security of Israel and the peace 
of Israel," Carter said. 


“I'm responsible for anything 
that goes wrong In this government, 
and I'm alSo responsible, on occa- 
sion, for things that go right. 
Secretary Vance Is responsible for 
the State Department. But to say 
exactly how this communication 
broke down is very difficult to do. 
But 1 made it known as quickly as I 
discovered it. that this resolution 
did violate the policy and disavow- 
ed our vote for it.” 

Asked who makes foreign policy 
in the Carter administration, the 
president replied sharply: **I don't 
think anybody in my administra- 
tion doubts that I'm the one who 
sets the policy." - 


Franz Strauss urges support for Sadat 


WASHINGTON |AP). - Franz 
Josef Strauss, head of West Ger- 
many's opposition Christian 
Democrats. Friday urged strong in- 
ternational support for President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 

"If Sadat is overthrown," he said, 
"It will be a catastrophe for us all, 
but a tragedy for Israel." 

He suggested that Sadat be 
helped to gain support from some 
moderate Arab countries now In tbe 
“rejection front" against the 
Egypt-lsrael peace treaty. He men- 
tioned Tunisia and Saudi Arabia. 


Strauss ridiculed the position on 
the Middle East token Jointly by the 
nine governments of the European 
Common Market, which he said 
tries to reconcile secure boundaries 
for Israel with unlimited self- 
determination for the Palestinian 
Arabs.

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Refor- 
mist Prime Minister P.W. Botha, 
under unprecedented pressure 
from conservatives, told his critics 
yesterday to get out of the ruling 
National Party. 

Botha's aggressive remarks, 
coming after a week of party tur- 
moil, could signal the beginning of 
the liberal-conservative showdown 
that has been expected for the past 
six months. 

At issue is Botha's plan to dis- 
mantle the most objectionable 
aspects of apartheid as well as 
grant urban blacks limited political 
power. r 

Botha has told his countrymen 
that in the face of total opposition to 
apartheid from the black states 
that surround South Africa, the 
country must “adapt or die.” 

But this week former prime 
minister John Vorster sharply 
criticized Botha's policies, saying 
the real threat to South Africa was 
from those who wanted to abandon 
apartheid. 

Vorster's remarks fuelled 
speculation of a plan of right-wing 
nationalists to challenge Botha's 
party leadership.

TEL AVTV. — Israel and Egypt 
yesterday signed a comprehensive 
aviation agreement. 

The agreement, which goes Into 
effect today, was signed by the 
heads of the two countries’ civil 
aviation administrations, Ylhia el- 
Shinawaj and Naftaii Ben-Yehud 
at a ceremony at the Laromme 
Hotel. 

The 20-clause agreement 
regulates the form and numbers of 
flights between the two countries, 
air control contacts, fares and other 
aspects of air transport. After sign- 
ing Shinawi said he was extremely 
pleased with the way in which the 
agreement was made. He saw the 
negotiations os “an expression of 
the good relations between the two 
countries." 

The air agreement is the first 
major commercial pact between 
the two countries. 

Part of the agreement stipulates 
that the Boeing 707 flights between 
the two countries would use the 
short route between Cairo and Tel 
Aviv, a 50-minute flight. There will 
be three weekly flights by El A! and 
the Egyptian Nefertiti Airline. 

In six months the two delegations 
to Xhe talks will meet again to dis- 
cuss doubling tbe number of weekly 
flights.

A framework for collective work 
agreements will be signed separate- 
ly by the government and the 
Histadrut. and the industrialists 
and the Histadrut.

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index rose moderately via 
gov’t-delayed price hikes

The February consumer price in- 
dex rose by 4.8 per cent, the lowest 
price rise in the last eight months,' 
but economists say the government 
prevented a higher rise by 
rescheduling price hikes for the 
near future. 

The index rose some 121 per cent 
during the last 12 months with the 
index reaching 587 .9 points with 1970 
the starting point of 100 points. 

A spokesman for the Central 
Bureau of Statistics said Friday, 
upon publication of the Index, that 
the moderate rise last month is due 
to the government’s avoidance of 
raising prices under Its controL 
But other prices, not under 
government control, also rose 
moderately. A spokesman for the 
Treasury said that the new 
statistics prove that the Treasury's 
policy of braking Inflation Is on the 
right track and that the Treasury 
expects the trend to continue. 
Nevertheless, the price rises dur- 


ing February were characterized 
by steep hikes In the cost of fruits, 
vegetables and other foods, which 
rose in price by some 35 per cent 
during the last two months. And the 
price Increases at the start of- this 
month will contribute to a i per cent 
hike In the index to be published 
next month. 


The bureau's statistics on the last 
12 months show that there were 
steep price rises in the cost of food 
— ■ 148.9 per cent;- fruits and 
vegetables — ill per cent; bousing 
— 151 per cent; clothing — 73 per 
cent; health — 127 per cent; educa- 
tion and culture — 93 per cent ; 'and 
transportation — 103 per cent.- - 

The wholesale Index also rose 
during February by 4.3 per cent. 
The cost of materials for building 
under construction — to which a lot 
of housing purchase costs are link- 
ed — rose 1.9 per cent, while the 
supply coats tor agriculture rose 2.1 
per cent.

Bad times in sight despite 
Carter’s anti-inflation moves 


NEW YORK (AP) . — Whatever the 
Impact of the U.S. government's 
latest anti-inflation moves, many 
Wall Street analysts warn that the 
American economy is beaded for 
some- bad times In the next few 
months. 

The belief is spreading in the 
financial community that rapid In- 
flation and record-high interest 
rates have set the stage for an 
economic slump that could rival the 
1973-75 recession. 

While President Jimmy Carter 
and -government leaders were 
debating their options over the past 
few weeks, analysts maintain, 
market forces were already at 
work pushing the economy toward 
a potentially painful slide. 

In a report written early this 
month, Allen Sinai of the Lexington, 
Mass., firm Data Resources Inc. 
declared: "The prospect of a credit 
crunch and recession has become a 
reality." 

At about the same time, Erich 
Heinemann of the investment bank- 
ing firm of Morgan Stanley and Co., 
advised the firm’s clients: "The 


great credit crunch of 1980 is now 
taking shape." . 

Some observers . -began 
forecasting a recession as long ago 
- as 1976 or 1677. Until now,'8ifey have 
been wrong. But this time, analysts 
say, the various financial markets 
— where traders express their con- 
victions with money, not words — 
are beginning to behave as if a 
slump Is finally at hand. 

The inflation-hedge commodities, 
gold and silver, have suffered a 
sharp price break In the past six 
weeks, * with gold falling from a 
January peak of $875 an ounce to 
just over $500 early Friday, and 
silver skidding from around $50 an 
ounce to just over $25. 

"If the action of the various com- 
modities markets over the past few 
weeks is any indication, deflation 
rather than inflation may be the 
new threat," observed Newton 
Zlnder at E.F. Hutton and Co. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrials recorded its fifth con- 
secutive weekly decline this past 
week with an 8.87 loss to 811.69. 


Office drudgery drags Kishon dredging

HAIFA. — Local fishing trawlers 
are literally trapped by the mud in 
the Kishon fishing harbour, while 
authorities disagree on which agen- 
cy should dig them out. 

The recent heavy storms silted up 
the fishing harbour's entrance and 
one trawler, the Dolphin, sank after 
apparently hitting her keel on the 
bottom. Fishermen’s Union 
secretary Itamar Katz said on Fri- 
day. The boat got as far as Tirat 
Carmel, when she started listing, 
eventually sinking in 50 fathoms of 
water after being taken in tow by 
another trawler. The crew of four 
were saved. 

The 30-year-old wooden-hull 
trawler was still in “good working 
order" despite her age and her 
owners were left high and dry by 
the sinking, Katz said. Some ISlOO,- 
000 is needed to replace the 
Dolphin, the owners claim, saying 
that sum Is more than they can ex- 
pect from Insurance. 

Katz said that only the shallowest 
boats can now get in and out of the 
harbour without fear of damage, 
and bigger trawlers are trapped in- 
side. Others are unable to enter and 
unload their catches or to refuel 
while at anchor. 

The port spokesman Yoir Bar- 


Mashiah said that the Agriculture 
Ministry's Fisheries Division is 
responsible for funding the 
necessary dredging.

Soviets try Jewish 
author for dealing 
in stolen icons 

MOSCOW (UPI). — Jewish author 
Igor Guberman was put on trial last 
week on charges of trading in stolen 
icons, dissident sources said on Fri- 
day. 

Prosecutors in the case asked for 
a five-year prison sentence, the 
sources said. Guberman's verdict 
will be delivered next Tuesday. 

Guberman. an author of pop- 
ularized science books and articles, 
was arrested last August. Friends 
and relatives who have followed his 
case since then have said the icon 
charge was a pretext for a 
crackdown on an underground 
Jewish publication to which Guber- 
man was linked. 

Guberman reportedly has 
testified that he was acquainted 
with some men identified as Icon 
thieves, and he acknowledged he 
purchased the works of art. But he 
denied knowing the icons were 
stolen, as charged. 

Guberman, who applied for per- 
mission to emigrate to Israel in 
December 1978, was friendly with 
several people who edited the un- 
derground publication "Jews in the 
USSR." 

His arrest last year was seen as a 
new twist In the authorities' 
repeated . efforts to suppress the 
journal, which carries articles, 
translations and fiction dealing 
with Jewish philosophy, religion, 
history and culture.

Moslem rebels claim control over northern province 

Kremlin ‘eager’ for Afghan solut 


MOSCOW tUPIt. — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko says the 
Kremlin is eager to find a political 
solution tc the crisis in Afghanistan, 
but he hasn't given any indication 
that Soviet troops might be 
withdrawn soon. 

Gromyko, who made his state- 
ment during a meeting with visiting 
Afghan Foreign Minister Shah 
Mohammed Dost, stressed that the 
Soviet Union has already “clearly 
outlined" what it believes would be 
an acceptable political solution in 
Afghanistan. 

But his mention .of “political 
ways of solving the questions con- 
cerning Afghanistan*' appeared to 
signal a possible shift in Kremlin 
policy. 

Gromyko's speech aroused some 
speculation that it might be a reply 
to the British-led Western 
diplomatic campaign for a neutral 
Afghanistan backed by inter- 
national guarantees. 

The chief of the general staff of 
the Soviet Armed Forces. Marshal 
Nikolai Ogarkov, and two deputy 
foreign ministers joined Gromyko 
for the talks with Dost. “The con-, 
versation passed in an atmosphere 
of friendship and full mutual un- 
derstanding." the Soviet news 


agency Tass reported- 

Dost left Moscow for Kabul on 
Friday. 

Meanwhile, in Afghanistan, 
Moslem guerrillas have seized con- 
trol of a province close to the Rus- 
sian border and killed at least 30 
Soviet soldiers In an ambush, rebel 
leaders based in Pakistan said on 
Friday. 

A spokesman for the Islamic 
Front said the rebels had surprised 
a Soviet patrol searching houses for 
weapons in the Raghlan provincial 
town of Abkul, killing 30 soldiers 
and forcing the remaining trpops to 
retreat. The insurgent spokesman 
said about 10 rebels were killed In 
the fighting. He said Baghlan 
province, near Afghanistan's 
northern border with the Soviet 
Union, is now in the bands of the 
.'rebels. 

In other weekend developments: 
• Chinese Vice-Foreign Minister 
Zhang Wenjin arrives in 
Washington for a week of talks on 
what steps China and the U.S. can 
take to counter the Soviet interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. Zhang will be 
the highest ranking Chinese official 
to visit Washington since Senior 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiao Ping's 
visit 15 months ago. 


- Japan's ambassador in Kabul 
has returned to Tokyo, apparently 
to show Japanese displeasure over 
the Soviet lnternvention in 
Afghanistan, informed sources In 
Tokyo said yesterday. 

• U.S. Airforce bombers on a sur- 
veillance mission have located 
Soviet naval vessels in the Persian 
Gulf, an Omaha, Nebraska, 
newspaper reported. 

The “Omaha World-Herald" said 
two 8-52 bombers operated by the 
Omaha-based U.S. Strategic Air 
Command, made visual and radar 
contact with the Soviet ships during 
a 43% hour non-stop, around-the- 
world flight from an airbase in 
Michigan. 

Airforce officials would neither 
confirm nor deny the newspaper's 
copyrighted story. '* 

And from New Delhi it was 
reported that Afghanistan's Soviet- 
backed government has so far freed 
1.078 people arrested during anti- 
Soviet demonstrations in Kabul last 
month. 

The Afghan authorities have so 
far not said'how many people were 
arrested during . ■ the 

demonstrations, the first in Kabul 
since last December's Soviet- 
backed coup. (UPI, AP. Reuter) 


‘Gas guzzling’ may cause 
world food crop crisis 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
world's car owners will soon be 
competing direcUy with the world's 
hungry millions for food crops, ac- 
cording to a research study publish- 
ed yesterday. 

The rising price of oil has 
triggered an Intense international 
search for new energy sources. In- 
cluding alcohol fuel distilled from 
grain, said the Worldwatch in- 
stitute. a private non-profit 
research group. 

Director Lester Brown, said the 
added demand for crops to produce 
fuel could cause higher food prices 
and shortages. 

When the price of petrol In the 
U.S. eventually doubles to around 
$2 a gallon (3.8 litres), he said, 
American distillers would be able 
to afford to pay $5 per. bushel for 
corn, about double the current 
price. 

The question was: food or fuel? 


••At issue is whether 
governments can encourage the 
production of alcohol fuel without 
inadvertently launching an in- 
^ dustry that directly competes with 
food production,” Brown said. 

The institute’s report said that 
Brazil was the international leader 
in alcohol fuel production, with 14 
per' cent of its fuel needs supplied 
by sugar cane last year. Other 
grain-exporting countries. In- 
cluding Australia. New Zealand 
and South Africa, have announced 
plans to convert food crops to 
alcohol fuel for commercial use. 

In the U.S., President Jimmy 
Carter has announced an ambitious 
programme of federal subsidies to 
produce 1.9 billion litres a year by 
1981. mostly from corn. "Gaaohol," 
a mixture of 90 per cent petrol and 
10 per cent alcohol fuel, is already 
being sold at hundreds of service 
stations across the country. 


Lebanese handed fortune by mistake 


COPENHAGEN ( AP ) . — A 
Lebanese resident has vanished 
after airport freight terminal of- 
ficials handed him by mistake four 
bags containing the- equivalent of 
S 210.000 in various foreign curren- 
cies. police reported on Friday. 

According to police, the uniden- 
tified Lebanese textile worker was 
sent to the airport by his employer 
to pick up a shipment of cloth 
samples from London. 

Somehow, things got mixed up at 


the freight terminal and the 30- 
year-old Lebanese, apparently un- 
aware. of the mistake, walked away 
with the bags full of cash meant for 
various Danish banks. 

Police said it was unclear when 
the Lebanese discovered that he 
had hit the jackpot. But a search of 
his apartment only hours after red- 
faced airport officials alerted 
police established that he was not 
there. Nor were his suistcase, 
razor, toothbrush and passport. 


German’s body found in Belfast dump 


BELFAST (AP). — Police on Fri- 
day positively Identified a badly 
decomposed body found on a 
Belfast garbage dump three days 
earlier as that of West German In- 
dustrialist Thomas Niedermayer, 
kidnapped by gunmen six years 
ago. 

Niedermayer. who was 45. 
vanished without a trace after he 
was bundled into a car by two 
young gunmen outside his ranch- 
style home in West Belfast on 
December 27, 1973. 

None of the terrorist 
organizations in Northern Ireland 
ever claimed responsibility for 
snatching Niedermayer, managing 
director of the Grundig electronic 
plant, Belfast, and honorary Ger- 


man consul in the strife-torn 
province. 

But informed sources here have 
long said that young terrorists of 
the outlawed Irish Republican Ar- 
my's " provisional ' ' wing had 
snatched him without orders from 
their commanders.

Ancient Chinese 
may have 
spotted supernova 


NEW YORK (AP). — A strange 
cloud of expanding gas in space 
may be the remains of an exploding 
star seen by Chinese astronomers 
in 1408. scientists said Thursday. 

Three astronomers said in the 
British science journal "Nature” 
that the position and spectrum of 
the cloud of gas. known in 
astronomical catalogues as CTB80. 
suggest the object is the remains of 
a supernova seen by the Chinese 
court astronomers. 

According to present 
astronomical theory, a supernova 
occurs when a massive star 
collapses suddenly, with a resulting 
shock wave that sends much of the 
star’s matter bursting into space. 
For a few weeks or months, a 
supernova can outshine a small 
galaxy, and the ancient Chinese 
astronomers described it as "large 
as a lamp." 

CTB80, first spotted by radio 
telescope in i960, is an irregularly 
shaped cloud about 9,000 light years 
away in the direction of the con- 
stellation Cygnus. At optical 
wavelengths, it Is visible only In 
powerful telescopes as a faint wisp 
of gas. 


UN demands S.A. 
free black refugee 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
UN Security Council issued an 
urgent appeal to the government of 
Scuth Africa oh Thursday night to 
free Victor Matlou "immediately 
and unconditionally" and to let him 
leave the country. 


The message, issued by Council 
president Donald Milla of Jamaica 
and terming Matlou a South 
African refugee, said South African 
police had seized him at gunpoint 
last December 12 after a Lesotho 
Airways plane he was taking from 
Mozambique to Lesotho was per- 
mitted to land at Bloemfontein, 
South Africa, because of bad 
weather. 


South African UN Ambassador 
Jacobus Adriaan Eksteen said that 
"the South African government has 
acted in this regard within its rights 
and has not contravened any provi- 
sion or principle of international 
law.”

Warsaw silent about 
crash that killed 87 


WARSAW (AP). — Polish 

authorities yesterday kept a virtual 
news blackout and tight security 
around the area where a Polish air- 
liner en route from • New York 
crashed Friday noon, killing all 87 
people aboard. 

Among 28 Americans aboard 
were 22 members of the U.S. 
amateur boxing team, including 
coach Tom Johnson, with matches 
scheduled in Poland, and six other 
passengers whose names had not 
been released as of yesterday mor- 
ning. They were scheduled to par- 
ticipate In the summer Olympics. 

U.S. .embassy press secretary 
Richard Virden said the Polish 
government, had not yet permitted 
U.S. officials to see the bodies and 
begin identifying them. 

The government-controlled 
Polish newspapers limited 
coverage of the crash to a reprint of 
the brief Polish news agency ac- 
count and one photograph. It did not 
even say where the crash occurred. 

But dozens of Poles drove to the 
site, a fortification built by CZarlst 
Russia surrounded by a massive 
earthen wall, to catch a glimpse of 


fallen debris. . 

Riot and plainclothes police 
guarded all approaches. 

From a distance of about 300 
metres a chunk was visible of the 
Soviet-built Ilyushin 62 airliner that 
crashed after a loud midair explo- 
sion, smashing through part of the 
wall. 

Poles who had been watching 
from afar Friday said part of the 
debris and rags hanging from trees 
inside the compound had been 
removed overnight. 

Yellow signs spaced some 100 
metres apart said the compound ac- 
commodates military installations 
of the Polish army. The exact 
nature of the facilities was not 
known. 

While a brief television report 
late Friday night showed port of the 
scene inside the strictly guarded 
military compound, with bu ildin gs 
and shacks apparently Intact, one 
eyewitness reported on TV Friday 
that at least two soldiers were kill- 
ed on the ground. 

Friday's crash was believed the 
fourth involving an Ilyushin-62 or 
Its Ionger-range IL-82M.

WASHINGTON ( AP) . — More than' 
30 U.S. small businesses, claiming 
they had staked their future on the 
1980 Moscow Olympics,' are lob- 
bying furiously in Washington for a 
financial bailout as it becomes evi- 
dent that the U.S. will not par- 
ticipate in the summer Games. 


None could have foreseen the 
Soviet Union's intervention in 
Afghanistan or U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter's subsequent call tor a 
U.S. boycott of the games. 


The 35 firms, calling themselves 
the Olympics Boycott Recovery 
Coalition, are among nearly 80 
companies directly affected by 
Carter's decision. However, they 
are not direct auppliere to the 
' games as are Coca-Cola, the official 
Olympic drink, or Levi -Strauss, 
which had intended to outfit the 
U.Si team. Those firms have been 
asked by Carter to atop sending 
goods to Moscow for the Games, a 
request that could affect $i5m. to 
520m. in merchandise.

LAS VEGAS I Reuter) . — A nurse is 
being questioned about allegations 
that she took beta on when patients 
would die — and that she may have 
hastened some of their deaths, 
hospital sources said Friday. 


The allegations have shaken this 
gambling capital, where fortunes 
are won and lost on roulette and 
where people will bet on anything. 


Several members of the staff of 
the private Sunrise Hospital in Las 
Vegas have been suspended follow- 
ing the allegations. 

The "Las Vegas Review-

A1 Lowenstein, Ex-Rep, shot dead 


NEW YORK (AP). — Former U.S. 
congressman Allard Lowenstein, a 
Vietnam war foe who led the. cam- 
paign to deny President Lyndon 
Johnson the 1968 presidential 
nomination, died Friday night after 
being shot five times In his law of- 
fice. police said. 

After the shooting, the alleged 
gunman lit a cigarette and waited 
to be arrested, according to police. 
T_ Lowenstein, 31, who served on the 
U.S. mission to the UN in 1877-78, 


died after surgery to remove his 
left lung and close two wounds in 
his heart. ' 

The gunman, arrested at the of- 
fice after seven shots were fired 
Friday, was identified by police as 
Dennis Sweeney, a 37-year-old 
carpenter. 

Police quoted Sweeney as saying 
he -had worked with Lowenstein in 
civil rights protests In the 1960s and 
recently had had a dispute with 
him. 


Inflation double under Thatcher 


LONDON i AP ». — Britain's annual 
inflation rate rose to a four-year 
peak of 19.1 per cent last month, 
almost double the rate when Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher took 
office less than a year ago, accor- 
ding to government figures publish- 
ed Friday. 


The i9.i per cent rate Is the 
highest since March 1978 and 


represents the worst inflation of 
any major industrial nation. 

With more price Increases In the 
pipeline under Thatcher's 
economic policies, analysts 
predicted the rate would soon top 20 
per cent. 

This compares with current rates 
of 13.9 per cent in the U.S.. 12.9 In 
France, 5 per cent in West Ger- 
many. 6.6 In Japan and 18.8 in Italy.

The fact that Glscard signalled a 
general drift in Western Europe 
was given an Impetus by last 
week's Austrian decision to grant 
the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion official diplomatic status In 
Vienna.- 

With his usual panache, the 
French President broke fresh 
diplomatic ground at the start of his 
tour by endorsing In Kuwait the 
principle of "Palestinian self- 
determination” within the 
framework of an overall peace 
agreement. 

He ended on a similarly spec- 
tacular note, declaring at a slate 
banquet in Amman that tbe 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) must play a part In peace 
negotiations. 

Although the statements came 
from the leader of France, the most 
overtly pro- Arab of the major 
Western powers, the signs were 
that other Common Market coun- 
tries were "in concordance,” as 
French officials put it, with his posi- 
tion. 


Giscnrd'a call for Palestinian 
self-determination was quickly 
bncked by the West German and 
British governments. 

On PLO participation In Middle 
East negotiations, France also 
appeared to be heralding change 
within the European community. 

Tsrnci has Always adamantly 
refused to talk with the PLO, which 
Jerusalem maintains to be a 
terrorist group dedicated to com- 
bating the Jewish nation.

THE CALL for the "Palestinian 
self-determination” has 
significantly coincided with a 
reported West European campaign 
to promote "Palestinian political 
rights” by way of revising UN 
resolutions on the Middle East. 

The U.S. State Department had 
last week denied any American in- 
volvement In the campaign which 
was seen to be primarily aimed at 
amending Resolution 242 In a 


manner that would endorse the 
Arab political claim to the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip as well as 
to East Jerusalem. 

"The United States is not engag- 
ed in any effort to change 242," 
spokesman Hodding Carter said. 
The resolution, approved by the 
Security Council in 1967, recognizes 
Israel's right to live within secure 
borders and deals with the 
Palestinians as a refugee problem. 
It was enacted again in 1973 in iden- 
tical form. 

Britain and other U.S. allies in 
Europe had last month launched a 
new drive to revise the resolution in 
a way which essentially would sup- 
port a Palestinian homeland. 

Carter said U.S. policy 1s geared 
toward founding a solution to the 
Arab’Israeli conflict "that will 
meet the just needs of all tbe par- 
ties." But he said any Initiatives to 
change the UN resolutions come 
from Europe, not the Carter ad- 
ministration.

Abdullah wants an oil production 
cutback, said one Western source, 
because he believes the current 
vast surplus sums that have made 
millionaires out of at least 700 
members of the Saudi royal family

But, 
with two gameB being closely 
fought, the match was much more 
even than the final scare indicates, 
team manager and Israel Badmin- 
ton Association president Jeff 
Geffen told The Jerusalem Post 
after the squad returned home. 

Runners-up to Belgium were 
Yugoslavia. followed by 
Switzerland, France and Portugal. 

For Israel, Eva UngHck, Mike 
Rappoport and Yitzhak Serrouya 
each won two of their four singles.- 
In the women's doubles, Ungllck 


and Chaya Grunsteln achieved one 
success, as did Rappaport and 
Grunsteln in the mixed. 

The team had a major setback 
when Israel's captain and No. 1 
racquet Victor Yusslm suffered an 
ankle injury early in the tourna- 
ment. He was subsequently so bad- 
ly handicapped that he lost all his 
singles and doubles matches. 

This was Israel's second 
appearance in the championships 
of the Plume d'Or grouping, which 
was inaugurated in 1972 specifically 
for countries where badminton is a 
developing sport. Last year in 
Lisbon. Israel finished fifth among 
the seven participants. 

At the grouping’s annual meeting 
held during the tournament, venues 
were finalized for the coming four 
championshlps, with Israel being 
allocated the 1983 event, following 
Spain next spring and Yugoslavia 
the following year. Plume d’Or 
newcomers Malta will be hosts in 
1984. 

Before the Paris tournament, the 
Israelis spent a week undergoing 
intensive acclimatization training 
in London. The team’s programme 
there was arranged by former 
British Maccabi chairman Jack 
Graham, who is the Israel Badmin- 
ton Association 's honorary presi- 
dent.

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An agreement to agree 

THE SWIFTNESS with which the Treasury, the Histadrut and 
the employers reached agreement on Friday may he the 
harbinger of a return to sanity in Israel's labour relations. 

The agreement so far has not nailed down anything firmly and 
finally and is little more than an agreement to agree. But If none 
of the parties to it allow it to be torpedoed by sticklers for short- 
lived, petty advantages — which are all too often dressed up as 
matters of principle — its very vagueness and ambiguity can 
provide that flexibility which alone can in present conditions 
offer a way out. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz has agreed to link the tax 
brackets to the rate of inflation. In April and October the adjust- 
ment will be by 100 per cent of the rate of inflation because the 
law so requires; for the two additional quarterly adjustments, 
the rate will be determined in the subsequent negotiations of the 
Committee of Six, representing the three parties to the agree- 
ment. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yeroham Meshel has retreated 
from his earlier demand of a 100 per cent cost of living 
allowance : the agreement, more than a week ago. between the 
Histadrut and the employers to peg the cost of living allowance 
to 80 per cent of the inflation rate is a moderate gain for wage 
earners. It leaves the way open for additional increases of basic 
wages. The Histadrut’s moderation reflects the realisation that 
the alternative may be soaring unemployment. 

. The Finance Minister, who was certainly .not unaware of the 
agreement that was hammered out ten days ago between the 
employers and the Histadrut, has nevertheless been presented 
with a fait accompli with respect to the first of the three sides of 
the wage triangle — cost of living allowance, adjustment of the 
tax brackets, and basic wages. 

Mr. Hurvitz has now contributed to the pacification of the 
labour front with respect to the tax brackets. The third compo- 
nent, that of basic wages, also seems to be broadly agreed now 
in the sense that there will be a framework agreement for an in- 
crease of basic wages, throughout the economy, of up to 5-7 per 
cent. This increase of basic wages, in combination with the 
higher C-o«L allowance and the adjustment of the tax brackets 
— provided the 100 per cent rate is maintained — may keep 
average real wages constant and yet not preclude branch- by- 
branch scU-err.enta abova or below that level, as the case may 
be. 

It is a relief to see the recognition by aii concerned. that while 
the sorry state of our economy - does net permit real wage in- 
creases, Israel can also not afford to put the main burden of eas- 
ing our economic difficulties on the backs of the wage earners, 
whose real wages have already been eroded significantly in the 
last six months. High unemployment is even more intolerable. 

It is now of utmost importance that the negotiations on the 
final terms of the agreement not be dragged out. The Bank of 
Israel has warned that the economic slowdown of the last few 
months is likely to be short-lived, and that the huge injection of 
cash in recent months will make itself felt in even stronger in- 
flationary pressures — this time on the demand side — in the se- 
cond half of the year. The Finance Minister does not really con- 
test that prognosis, although he promises to be on guard against 
it. 

Whether his hopes to be able to •■fine-tune” the economy in the 
months to come are commensurate with his political freedom of 
action or not, one thing is certain — any wave of retroactive 
wage payments resulting from delays in signing the new wage 
contracts will unleash an additional torrent of demand that will 
superimpose itself on the pressures already predicted by the 
Bank of Israel. 

Sharon should go 

EMBARRASSMENT was the automatic first reaction to the 
taped radio broadcast of Arik Sharon’s ■‘intemperate" 
appearance before the leaders of American Jewry in which he 
criticized them for failing to rampage in the streets of 
Washington in support of his version of the Begin government's 
settlement policy. 

Embarrassment can only turn to consternation at the thought 
of what the unguided missile. Arik, must have said behind clos- 
ed doors to officials in Washington, 

Sharon’s appearance in the U.S., at a most delicate stage in 
the relations between America and Israel and between the 
Carter Administration and the American Jewish establishment, 
is ail the more heinous since it was unscheduled and unauthoriz- 
ed. Sharon blew into the U.S. at the tail end of an innocuous 
agricultural mission to neighbouring Mexico. 

Sharon's performance was so out of step with Prime Minister 
Bogin's carefully cultivated relationship with the American 
Jewish leaders as to raise the distinct likelihood that it was 
meant as a direct challenge to Mr. Begin. 

The most reasonable explanation for Sharon's shocking per- 
formance in the U.S. is that he is consciously setting himself up 
as the charismatic leader of an Eretz Israel loyalist Right wing 
which he will lead out of the Likud once the coalition breaks 
down and early elections are called. 

It goes without saying that a prime minister of any normai 
government would have had Sharon's resignation on his desk 
within the time it takes to return to Israel. In the state of Mr. 
Begin's shaky coalition this would, however, be playing into 
Sharon’s hands. Under Israel’s peculiar constitutional laws a 
prime minister cannot force the resignation of a minister who 
refuses to go, without resorting to his own and the government's 
resignation. 

In the present political circumstances this could be suicidal 
for Mr. Begin and the Likud. From a purely tactical point of 
view, therefore, it would be preferable for Mr. Begin to force 
Sharon out of the Cabinet on his private conflict of interest 
problems rather than on issues of policy. 

Mr. Begin would seriously damage his own and his par- 
ty's interests, not to mention those of the State of Israel, if he did 
not take immediate steps to rid himself of the embarrassment 
Sharon has become. 
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White House caught happ 



FOLLOWING THE release of the 
fll-fated October l, 1977, U.S.-SovJet 
joint communique on the Middle 
East, there was an angry outcry 
against the still young and Inex- 
perienced Carter administration 
from Israel and its American sup- 
porters. Within a week, 136 
members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives signed a letter to 
President Carter expressing their 
“grave concern" and "shock." The 
American Jewish community was 
furious. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski were the prin- 
cipal architects of that joint com- 
munique. Without much apparent 
resistance, they persuaded the 
president to accept the need for 
Soviet participation in the Middle 
East peace negotiations at- a 
reconvened Geneva conference. 

The negotiations with Moscow 
had lasted for several weeks, but 
the entire operation was a closely 
kept secret. Indeed, as officials 
later confirmed, not even Vice- 
President Walter Mondale was 
aware of what was going on. 
Neither were any of Carter's other 
senior political advisers. Including 
Hamilton Jordan. 

The unexpected political fall-out 
from the move led to some Impor- 
tant institutional changes in the ad- 
ministration's foreign .policy 
decision-making process. Both 
Mondale and Jordan were im- 
mediately brought into the process 
in order to present a somewhat 
different perspective during 
Carter's almost-daily White House 
sessions on national security Issues. 

The need to include senior aides 
with a different perspective was 
regarded as particularly critical on 
issues which could have potentially 
sensitive domestic ramifications — 
like Israel. 

In fact. Carter deliberately asked 
other domestic political aides to 
participate in the process in order 
to avoid getting ‘‘burned" again. 
Thus, Domestic Affairs Adviser 
Stuart Bizenatat and then White 
House counsel Robert Lipshutz, 
both of whom are Jewish, were ask- 
ed by the president to stay on top of 
Israel-related developments.

From all perspectives, the entire 
UN resolution affair — both the In- 
itial vote and the subsequent 
repudiation — has been diastrous 
for the administration. It has 
further shaken Israeli confidence In 
the United States; deeply angered 
the Arab states; renewed 
suspicions among the American 
electorate about Carter’s com- 
petence; eroded Jewish support for 
the president; and weakened 
America’s credibility around the 
world. From Carter's standpoint, 
nothing good has emerged from the 
affair. 

So why wasn't the president 
warned In advance? There may be 
some who would argue that tbe 
president was aware of the conse- 
quences, but didn’t care. His fury 
against Israeli settlements 
demanded that Israel be punished 
no matter what the price. If that

INTERVIEWS with several well- 
placed U.S. sources in recent days 
indicate that tbe president did in- 
deed misjudge the impact of the 
U.S. vote, even if all the references 
to Jerusalem had been deleted as 
he supposedly Instructed.
